School  Superintendent's  Report 


Dummer,  N.  H., 
Feb.   1,  1927. 

School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dummer, 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewitli  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  The  statistical  report  covers  the  year  July  1,  1925- 
June  30,  1926,  and  the  general  report  to  February  1,  1927. 

Mrs.  Ahthur  V.  Parker  resigned  ^froni  the  School  Board  as 
she  left  town,  and  Mrs.  Tena  Forbush  was  appointed  to  fill  out  the 
year.  The  Paris  School  was  closed  owing  to  the  fact  that  there 
was  only  one  scholar  of  compulsory  school  age.  This  pupil  is  be- 
ing boarded,  and  his  tuition  paid  in  Percy.  It  seems  unlikely  that 
it  will  be  economical  to  open  this  school  in  the  near  future.  Miss 
Hazel  Young  resigned  her  position  at  the  Dummer  Corner  School 
at  the  end  of  the  fall  term,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Lena  J. 
Eieh. 

The  Willis  School  has  a  total  enrollment  of  17.  This  is 
somewhat  smaller  than  last  year  and  much  better  for  effective 
work.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Covell  is  the  teacher  and  the  school  is  mak- 
ing good  progress. 

Considerable  repair  work  was  done  during  the  summer. 
The  Dummer  Corner  School  was  shingled,  and  the  schoolroom 
kalsomined.  This  makes  the  room  much  lighter  and  more  attrac- 
tive. The  Willis  School  was  wired  for  electricity  and  electric  fix- 
tures purchased.  The  children  will  now  have  good  light  all  day 
which  has  not  been  the  case  heretofore,  especially  in  the  short 
winter  days.  Electric  light  will  also  make  the  school  available 
fox  community  meetings.  The  practice  of  using  public  schools  for 
community  gatherings  is  highly  commendable  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  capital  invested  in  the  physical  plant  is  used  but  a  frac- 
tion of  the  time,  Avhile  depreciation  always  goes  on,  but  it  is 
generally  accepted  now  that  any  other  organization  using  school 
property  should  pay  any  expense  incident  to  the  meetings,  such  as 
fuel,  light  and  janitor  service,  rather  than  charging  same  to  oper- 
ation of  schools. 
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Tlie  Superintendent  has  endeavored  to  be  conservative  in  pur- 
chase of  supplies  and  text  books,  but  in  order-^hat  your  children 
might  have  interesting  and  recent  valuable  books,  he  has  searched' 
for  the  best  to  replace  old  editions.  The  loss  of  competition  in 
small  classes  may  partially  be  offset  by  interesting  and  instructive 
materials.  The  schools  have  had  the  advantage  of  the  Travelling 
libraries  of  the  Public  Library  Commission  of  Concord.  This  en- 
courages children  to  read  good  authors  and  at  tlie  same  time  causes 
them  to  feel  the  advantages  and  pleasures  of  reading  outside  of 
ordinary  school  requirements.  The  true  test  of  reading  is  whether 
children  like  to  read  for  their  own  pleasure  and  instruction. 

Standard  tests  have  been  given  freely,  and  have  been  of 
material  assistance  in  locating  individual  differences,  and  in 
checking  our  progress  with  that  of  schools  throughout  the  country. 
While  the  judgment  of  teachers  must  be  given  considerable  weight, 
as  they  are  in  personal  contact  with  the  scholars  every  day,  we 
must  see  that  our  children  are  broadening  and  securing  knoAvledge 
and  ability  to  express  themselves  in  daily  contacts  of  the  world, 
as  well  as  in  the  classroom.  Your  schools  are  striving  to  do  this, 
and  are  more  and  more  successful  every  year. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  add  one  statement  relative  to  Medical 
Supervision.  The  response  of  the  Medical  Examiner's  notices  of 
pupils  needing  treatment  has  been  fair,  but  there  are  undoubtedly 
a  considerable  number  of  young  people  doing  mediocre  and  poor 
work  who  could  compete  successfully  with  their  classmates  if 
certain  minor  defects  as  teeth,  tonsils,  etc.,  were  remedied.  The 
best  supervision,  teaching  and  text  books  cannot  overcome  the 
handicap  of  physical  discomfiture. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  citizens,  parents  and 
scholars.  It  is  a  pleasure  and  privilege  to  work  in  such  a  har- 
monious atmosphere.
